BOISE, Feb. 6 <U.PJ— A carefully-prepared and ultra-restrictive Uquor-by-drink bll, em- 
bodying local option and multi-penalty features was Introduced in tho Idaho house of rep- 
rcseiitativca today by tho revenue and taxation committee. 

The bill would legalize sale of liquor across the counters, but bars and night cluba could 
only be licensed in incorporated cities and villages. The wayside dubs would be abollahed. 
Theoretically, the snle of liquor by the drink has been illegal since Idaho passed its 8tat« 
liquor monopoly act In 1935. But night clubs are prevalent in most every community In 
the state. 

The 20-pnRe bill recognized this condition.nnd in a declaration of policy said the measure's 
purpose is "to eliminate certain Illegal traffic In liquor now existing." 
Meanwhile, the senate by-paasod immediate consideration of the controversial school dls- 

'trlct reorganization and con- 
solidation measure. On mo- 
tion of Sen. E. Deah Orem, R., 
Jefferson, tho bill was made a 
flpcclal order for Tuesday, 
Orme said some senators 
wanted the time to hear from 
their constituents. 

The llquor-by-the-drink bill 'would 
license clubs In dUea and vUlagea at 
a scaled nte per club according to 
population. Railroad systems would 
be licensed. All liquor would be pur- 
chosed from stato liquor stores, pen- 
alty for seUhig liquor without a 11- 
cenio or liquor not purchased Irom 
a state store, would be a fine nsf- 
Uig from ttjOOO to 15.000 or imprison- 
ment In the state pen]ten,tlai7 frcm 
one to nve yean. Bar tenders would 
be licensed as well as clubi. 
Local OpUon 
Tilt dtlci and vUlages alio could 
assess licenses against clubs, and on 
peUUon of voters, an election could 
be held to determine whether tbo 
dtlta should allow nlo of liquor by 
Uie drink. Tbat Is the local option 
feolure.

The state legislature hna been requested by inter- 
ested group* to appropriate a sum ot 1100,000 
to bo mCi as a fund tor promoting tourist trade In the 
Oem Hate, which Is relatively undiscovered a* tor as 
one ot tho biggest Industries In the United Slates Is 
concerned. This sum, considering the way Idaho Is 
conUnually forced to pinch pennies and cut comers, 
may seem an extravagance to »ome. Their criticism 
purely a local one. tor they cannot conceive that 
any grant on a sUtewlde basis will accomplish any- 
thing locally, or benefit any local concern. 

This Is a fallacy. The volume ol tourlsl dollars Is of 
benefit to the whole state. Any advertising program 
wUl bring tourlaU to all parts of the slate, where they 
will spend, on on average, twenty dollars a day. Each 
resident of Idaho has a llnanclal stoke In the tourist 
trade. Tlicre Is no point In looking at It In any other 
way. An expenditure of 1100,000 vi-lll bring back 
many millions tor Idahoans If the request Is passed 
by the sUle legislature and an InteSlgent program is 
embarked upon. 

A tew figure* will show the value ot tho tourist trade. 
In im tourists spent tJ,7iUlB.OOO in the United 
eutcs. In IMS thU figure was esUmatcd to have In- 
creased to 18^100,000,000. Sun'cys ehow Uiat tO per cent 
-' the people who vacaLon In the UnlUd SlaUs want 
come to the west and sUtlstlcs show they will apciid 
MflOO.000,000 when Uiey get there. Each one of 
these doUan will go to stale Industries. 

Further »UUstlca show that la IS3B tourlsU spent 
$387,13:^00 la New York sute; IM1,787,000 In Callt- 
tomla; t33S.3ao,000 In Pennsylvania; and »30J38 000 In 
Idaho. TTie Qem sUlo was forty-first among the aUlca 
that year. It's mfiOOfXlO wa^ obtained without bene- 
fit of any advertising progrom, obtained from people 
who aceidenUr wondered across the border and werr 
not attracted here by promoUonal arvertlslng. 

While Idaho. has neglected to get Into this lush 
field, neighboring *UHc» have been acUve, CttUfomla 
puts up »800,000 a year, for which It received 
over M00,000,000. Montana approprlatea (7DO0O 
yearly; Oregon, 1313,000, Nevada,.. » 135 WO, Utah. 
1150,000, Wjiomlng, 135,000. and Idaho," nolhhig. These 
oUier sUlcs have prospered through their promoUon 
of lourlit trade, but Idaho has lumbered along too 
near sljhicd to Join Uie parade.—Lewlston Tribune.
